WASHINGTON (AP) - The Air 


Force disclosed today that an alt* 
borne radar screen is keeping a 
missile defense watch Along the 
eastern 
approaches 
to 
North 


America. 


Lt. Gen. Herbert B. Thatcher, 


commander of the Air Defense 
Command,, announced that four- 
engine patrol planes, operating 
out of Otis Air Force Base,, Mass., 
maintain surveillance by means of 
a new electronic defense known 
as Airborne Long-Range Input, 
known as ALRI. 


Thatcher also disclosed that in- 


auguration of the airborne system 
was a significant factor in the Air 
Force decision earlier this year 
to discontinue operation of the 
Texas Tower radar stations off 
the New England Coast. 


He said the new system demon- 


strated that the ocean-based Tex- 
as Towers could be shut down 
without loss of adequate air de 
fense radar surveillance. 


Thatcher said planes patrol hun- 


dreds of miles out at sea to pro- 
vide an improved air 
defense 


shield over the horizon and far 
beyond the range of shore-based 
radar and line-of-sight radio com 
munications, he said. 


Thatcher said the new system 


attained operational status this 
week following extensive opera- 
tional tests. 


From their altitude vantage 


points, the flying radar stations 
sweep the horizon seaward in all 
directions. The system is designed 
to guard against surprise attack 
from any flight level, right down 
to the water. 


Target information is automatic- 


ally processed and transmitted to 
East Coast centers by way of 
shore-based communication relay 
points and goes directly into com- 
puters to become an active part 
of the air defense function. 


The one-kilowatt ultra high fre- 


quency transmitters employed are 
"among the most powerful ever 
to be airborne," Thatcher said. 


The new system was developed 


for the Air Force by Electronic 
Communications, Inc., St; Peters- 
burg, Fla.

Former senator and U.S. Judge 
Carl A. Hatch, the New Mexico 
Democrat best known for the 
Hatch Act which prevents mil- 
lions of federal employes from 
participating in politics, will be 
buried Tuesday. 


Hatch, 73, died at an Albu- 


querque hospital Sunday following 
a long illness. He resigned his 
federal judgeship last year be- 
cause of the respiratory ailment. 


He was appointed to the federal 


bench in 1949 by former President 
Harry S. Truman,, a friend and 
former Senate colleague. Hatch 
served in Me Selnate for 12 ye'arsL 


During his years in the Senate,, 


he played major roles in early 
atomic energy policy, labor legis- 
lation, public lands policy and 
was an early supporter of an in- 
ternational 
peace 
organization 


idea which was to give birth to 
the United Nations.

American actions there. That the 
United States will act .seems cer- 
tain He teft (ho show clouded 
over. 


But Kennedy's very vagueness 


at his news conference Thursday, 
or rather Hie way he chose to be 
vague,, can be interpreted as om- 
inous for the dictatorship of Pres- 
ident Ngo Dinh Diem. 


The United States lias pumped 


billions of dollars in aid into Viet 
Nam— plus troops— to fight the 
war against Communists, fearing 
that if Viet Nam is lost all South- 
east Asia may be lost. 


But Diem and his Roman Cath- 


olic family, in a country more 
than 50 per cent Buddhist, have 
turned the war into hash and 
brought the country to internal 
crisis by their repressions against 
Buddhists and students. 


Some 
American 
actions, 
or 


pressures,, or warnings may have 
already started. 


The State Department has de- 


nied that this country's new am- 
bassador to Viet Nam, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, has told Diem to 
throw out his brother, Ngo Dinh 
Nhu, head of the secret police. 
Nhu has acquired a sinister stat- 
ure. 


But strangely in the midst of 


all the domestic turmoil two oth- 
er extremely important members 
of Diem's family have already left 
the country. 


One, 
Nhu's arrogant 
wife, a 


storm center in the trouble with 
the Buddhists, has gone to Bel- 
grade to attend an interparlia- 
mentary conference and will la- 
ter go to New York. 


The 
other, 
Diem's 
brother. 


Archbishop Ngo Dinh Thuc,, who 
is now in Paris, has been in New 
York after visiting Home where 
his scheduled audience with Popp 
Paul VI was canceled. 


The Pope has said he is pro- 


foundly disturbed by events in 
Viet Nam. Thuc said1 in New 


York the Vatican had •ntaed 
him to shut up on the iHttiliofi In 
his country. In short, h« Was ai 
fenced. 


Still left in Viet Nam with 


Diem are his brother, Nhu,, and 
another brother, a powerful but 
seldom • mentioned figure, 
Ngo 


Dinh Can, who holds no official po> 
sition but is bow of the centra) 
part of the country. 


Both the Eisenhower and Ken 


nedyi administrations have han- 
dled Diem very gingerly because, 
so the reports in Washington go, 
he was 
strongly 
anti-Commu- 


nist and it would be difficult,, if 
not impossible, to find anyone to 
replace him. 


It seems the Diem family tra- 


ded on the American belief in 
their 
indispensability and ran 


both the war and the country with 
a high hand. The breaking point 
started with the conflict w;ith the 
Buddhists last May, reaching a 
recent climax. 


Thursday, several hours before 


Kennedy's news conference, 22 
senators introduced a resolution 
to put Congres's on record as faL 
voring a halt to all .aid to Diem 
unless he abandons his policies 
of "repression" and seeks popu: 
lar support. 


Then at his conference Kennedy
